yoke of the Puritans, really set the 
Christmas fashion, There must be snow in all proper Christmas 
cards, 

I wonder, now and then, why no one gets out cards to fit the 
season? I just recently received a card from a friend in the tropics. 
He sent a lovely snow scene, saying, “On Christmas Day I hope to. 
have no heat stroke.” 

Here in the south we rarely have snow for Christmas. If we 
do have an inch or so, the young people are delighted, but the older 
ones grumble about it. We have never had much snow, yet we 
constantly think of Christmas in connection with snow. Stephen 
Benet best described our Georgia Christmas season: 

“For, wherever the winds of Georgia run, 

It smells of peaches long in the sun, 

And the white wolf-winter, hungry and frore, 
Can prowl the north by a frozen door 

But here we have fed him on bacon fat 

And he sleeps by the stove like a lazy eat, 

Here Christmas stops at everyone's house 

With a jug of molasses and green, young boughs, 
And the little New Year, the weakling one, 
Can lie outdoors in the noon-day sun, 

Blowing the fluff from a turkey wing

It seems to me our Christmas celebration is proper and ought 
not to be neglected. It is good to have flowers and berries and 
garlands. It is good to have presents and the pleasant smell of 
cookies being baked; of spices and of sweets. It is good to feel 


happy about Christmas. 

LESS MENTAL TINSEL It seems to me, we might have just 
one difference this Christmas. We 

might have the same amount of tinsel on the Christmas trees. ... 

And less tinsel on our thinking. 

Many of our men are at war and training for war. They are- 
going to die in greater numbers than they ordinarily would have 
died had we had less tinsel on our thinking in the years past. 

We are going to pay a heavier price at home than we would 
have paid had we put less tinsel on our thinking in the past two 
decades, 

We went on a national spree. From 1918 to 1929 we never took 
off the Christmas tree decorations off our minds. We were think- 
ing on terms of tinsel and glittering Japanese decorations, phony 
and cheap. 

After 1929 there were a great many persons who resisted the 
effort to take off the tinsel. It has been a fierce struggle and might 
never have been taken off but for the attack on Pearl Harbor and 
the quick, shocking impingement of a shooting war on our emotions 
and our thinking. 

The men off fighting are fighting so that we may keep on cele- 
brating Christmas in our accustomed manner. We can hope that 
when war is done we will have learned a lesson. 

I hope some things will disappear. I hope that among them will 
be that composite sweet old lady who goes out each year and dis- 
tributes her Christmas baskets to the poor and who never sees 
beyond the basket. I hope along with her will disappear that cold, 
man of position who coldly, and with some fury at taxes, writes out 
a check for the poor merely and only because he can deduct it. 
Both he and the sweet old lady are likely, the next day, to write a 
letter to the editor protesting against slum eradication or against 
any notice of the fact that people eat on days other than Christmas 
There is still some tinsel to get rid of.

Isnt Expected To Make His 


Own Decisions 
By ROBERT QUILLEN 


When a man reaches the point where he must have a drink in 
the morning, he is an alcoholic. He is no longer master of himself. 

The righteous, who never have known the tragedy of having a 
drinker in the family, and never have done any drinking them- 
selves, may say in their ignorance: “He could quit if he’d make 
up his mind to do it. He doesn’t really try.” 

It may be that a normal man, suffering intensely for want of 
water, would have enough will power to sit beside a sparkling 
spring and deny himself a drink. But what if thirst has made him 
delirious? In that case he will drink his fill, and probably die of it. 

If the alcoholic had a normal mind, shame and remorse and pride 
and plain common sense would make him quit, even though he 
had to endure a few days of agony. 

But his mind is not normal. His self-control is gone. He awakes 
in dreadful misery, and knows that “a hair of the dog-will cure 
the bite.” One drink makes him feel better: two or three make him 
feel “as good as new,” and by noon he is in a complacent fog. He 
drinks at night to induce sleep, which means that he goes to bed - 
drunk, and again he awakes in misery. He is enslaved. 

A recent article in the American Medical Journal . warned 
against using gas too often, since its repeated use does permanent 
injury to the brain cells. Anything that will put one to sleep must 
have the same effect. When a man drinks enough alcohol to knock 
him out, his brain is numbed as though he had been struck on 
the head with a club. 

When he drinks enough to make him talk silly, or act foolish 
or unreasonable, his brain cells are so affected they cannot func- 
tion normally and he is a temporary idiot or imbecile. If the brain 
cells are saturated with alcohol for a long period, the injury is 
permanent, 

The law exercises its authority to seize and lock up “mental 
cases’ and attempt to cure them. It doesn’t wait for them to ask 
for treatment, for it knows they are incapable of making sane 
decisions, 

When we are wholly civilized, the law will also take charge of 
alcoholics—not as punishment or in vengeance, but in compassion, 
as a service to them and the public, for one whose mind is af- 


fected must be .saved by others or he is utterly lost.

A preacher in Bournemouth, 
England, expresses an opinion, or 
perhaps he would prefer his state- 
ment to be called a conviction, 
which I pass on.

“We would not listen’ to the 
way of peace; and now we are 
forced to listen to the way of 
war. 

“The money we would not give 
to the Lord’s work is now taken 
from us in higher taxes and 
prices. 

“The food for which we forget 
to say thanks is now unobtain- 
able. 

“The service we refused to give 
God is now conscripted for war. 

“Lives we refused to live under 
God’s control are now under the 
nation’s control. 

“Nights we would not spend in 
watching unto prayer are now 
spent in anxious fear of air raids. 

“The evils of modernism we 
would not fight now rise up, un- 
der Germany’s cruel hand, the 
seat of these teachings, to smite 
us.”

Tap Huge Reservoir of 


Production, New 
Yorker Says. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Dec. 21.—(#)— 
Mobilization for war production 
of thousands of prisoners in New 
York penal institutions was urged 
by a state legislator tonight as a 
means of obtaining “desperately 
needed” goods. 

Calling upon the State Correc- 
tion Department to submit to the 
1942 legislature convening January 
7 “a detailed program for making 
full use of this manpower,” Sen- 
ator Thomas C, Desmond, New- 
burgh Republican, declared ‘there 
is no justification for subsidized 
idleness” in prisons. 

“In this great emergency every 
ounce of productive energy is 
needed,” he asserted. “Common 
sense demands that the virtually 
untapped reservoir of labor skills 


in our prisons and reformatories | 


be utilized for war production.” 

The Correction Department, 
Desmond added, should determine 
what skills exist and 
which war-needs prison shops are 
best equipped to fill, and how 
goods produced by prison 
can be distributed without harm- 
ing labor and private manufac- 
turers, 

“In addition to the economic 
value to the taxpayers and the 
immediate practical benefit to our 
war effort of expanded prison pro- 
duction,” Desmond said, “there is 
the immense benefit to the prison- 
ers themselves. 

“It is the height of folly to with- 
draw from the productive life of 
the nation at a time like this the 
thousands of potentially effective 
producers and to maintain them 
in elaborate and expensively 
guarded idleness.

Coastal Submarine Raids—Such

Off 
the Atlantic coast, Nazi U-boats 
have been reported as well. 

In the last six months of 1918, 
just six U-boats destroyed 100 
American coastwise ships in the 
Atlantic and laid mines which 
sank the cruiser San Diego and 
damaged the battleship Minne- 
sota. 

The German submarine service 

has been Japan’s model for two 
decades. German officers and 
construction experts were brought 
to Japan to help build her boats 
and train personnel. Two score or 
more Japanese submersibles are 
rated capable of crossing the Pa- 
cific and seeking victims. The 
Navy's immediate defense is the 
hundreds of patrol craft which 
have been built, started or con- 
verted in the last two years. 

Under-sea raiding is two-edged, 

however. Already American sub- 
marines have been in action in the 
Far East and further reports of 
successes can be anticipated. Sub- 
marines are forced to take position 
slowly, creeping at a speed of a 
few knots in war zones—and the 
Pacific is vast. The Japanese had 
the advantage of being already at 
or en route to battle stations when 
they started the war 

Singapore—An “educated guess” 
is that the Japanese are using an 
expeditionary force of 200,000 in 
the drive to take the southwest 
Pacific citadel. The next few 
weeks should disclose how well 
they can keep such a force sup- 
plied with the sinews of war 2,000 
miles from home.

Watching Mr. Mack greet old friends, seeing his face 
light up in the story-telling sessions, was ample evidence 
that the game of baseball keeps a man young. 

It’s incredible to think that a man born in 1862 would 


still be active in a baseball dugout. 


And yet every spring 


he leaves with the vanguard of the Athletics for training 
camp, personally supervises the drills leading up to regu- 
lar season and then daily takes his place in the dugout to 


direct the play. 


He still waves the familiar scorecard in 


moving his players around on batters. 
I had occasion to talk with Mr. Mack about the 
1942 season and he again favored the New York Yan- 
kees. “My goodness, they have the balance and the 
pitching. They’re too good for the rest of us at this 


time,” Mr. Mack said. 


What of the Athletics’ chances? 
“We're building and when we get the pitching, watch 


out,” he asserted.
